St. Petersburg, Apri' 2i—Seventy- 
five persons at least are believed u 
have been drowned by the foundering 
of the river steamer Archangelski, 
while she was crossing the Neva near 
the suburb of Orinoka late Saturday 
night. The accident occurred during 
a snow storm, when the steamer was 
two-thirds of the way across the river, 
afd was caused by her strikig an ice 
fiée, numbers of Which stil] remain in 
the ‘river despite the lateness of the 
season. 

Foundered Before Help Arrived. 

Owing to the thickness of the wea- 
ther the accident was not seen from 
the shore, but shouts for help of those 
in distress attracted the crews of two 
steamers, which hastily went to the 
scene, only, however, to find that 
the Archangelski had foundered. A 
number of her passengers, mostly 
workingmen, were rescued, but owing 


4 to the swiftness of the current, many 


others were swept under the ice floer. 
There is no means of establishing defi- 
nitely the number of victims. Accord- 
ing to the police of Okahaka, a sub- 
urb for which the steamer was bound, 
100 persons are missing, all working- 
men or small merchants of the 
humbler class. 
Steamer Was Condemned. 

The Archangelski. was an old iron 
steamer, and she was condemned last 
fall, but the owner was uble to have 
the ban removed and have her placed 
in service. The crew was made up 
of three inexperienced men, the cap- 
tain and pilot having formerly been 
bakers. All three were rescued. The 
steamer had scarcely any ballast and 
when she ran sideways on a big ice 
floe, she careened and immediately. fil- 
led and sank. 

Those who were not picked up im- 
mediately, sank into the icy water. 
One man scrambled to an ice floe and 
was carried down stream for a mile. 
The wreck was found today lying on 
the bottom of the river scarcely a 
hundred feet from the shore. 

It was impossible for divers to de- 
scend owing to floating ice. The banks 
of the river were crowded a‘) day with 
friends and relatives of missing per- 
sons, lookingyior bodies, but none 
were recovered. It is probable thar 
the dead have been carried down the 
stream for miles. The feeling azainst 
the owner of the ferry lines runs high 
and threats have been made to lynch 
him.

Beginning this evening it is expect- 
ed that the streets of Strathcona will 
again be permanently lighted by elec- 
tricity, furnished by the city’s own 
plant. It was expected that the pow- 
er would be turned on last Thursday 
evening but at the reguest of The 
Goldie McCulloch Co., Ltd., the 
start was delayed till the arrival of 
their representative. Messrs. 

Ingall, who arrived yesterday after. 
noon. 

It is now a year and a half since 

the plant was put vut of business by 
= e e explosion which occurred 
n 1906. 
From that time till January last 
the Edmonton power house supplied 
electricity to the southern city by 
a line anross the river while the new 
engine and dynamo were being plac- 
ed in ition. 

Early thia year the new plant was 
ready for operation and the current 
was turned on. The test, howeyer, 
of thirty days which the Goldie-Mc- 
Cullbch people were putting through 
was not concluded, for after running 
nine days it was discovered that the 
large new engine furnished by the 
company vibrated so badly that it 
was considered unsafe to run it fur- 
ther in the condition it then was. 
By order of Mayor Mills the steam 
was turned off and an investigation 
begun. | 

t was found that the trouble was 
with the unstability of the founda- 
ion footings and a dispute followed 
as to whether the company or the 
city was responsible for the defects, 
This question has not yet been final- 
ly settled but the corporation will 
likely have to pay the cost of the 
work done to place it in a safe con- 
dition. 

Meanwhile reports were made on 
the plant by Ta lor & McNaughton, 
Edmonton, and John Stocks, Deputy 
Minister of Public Works, and on 
the advice of the latter it was decid- 
led to reinforce the old instead of | 
building a new foundation. | 

This work, with the preliminaries 
incidental thereto, has occupied some 
months and was completed early last 
week. 

During the present spring and the 
greater part of the past winter Strath- 
cona streets have been in darkness 
and there has been much complaint 
| from the citizens but apparently there 
wax no remedy for the trouble. 

The explosion of the first engine 
loceurred with a terrible crash that 
/was heard all over the city on Sun- 
lday night, Oct. 22nd, 1905, shortly 
| after 10 0’ @ock. 
| The exact cause was never deter: | 
| mined but the accident was suppos- 
ed to have been due to the break- | 
ing of the cross head which precipit- | 
ated a general smash. The following | 
taken trom a local paper describes 
| the accident that disturbed the quiet 
lof an autumn Sunday evening: 
| Engineer Mortimer was in charge 
|of the plant and had just returned 
|from inspecting the electric indica- 
| tors to see if the load had gone down 
| aufficiently to warrant his turning 
it over to the small engine and dyna- 
mo tor the night as the custom has 
been, when suddenly and without the 
slightest warning there was a ter- 
rible crash and fat the great engine 
was hurled from its base and fell 
la total wreck upon the floor. Mr. 
Mortimer’s escape was miraculous. 
He was thrown down at the boiler- 
room door, by what he cannot tell 
| but was not hurt in the least. With 
endeavored to reach the valves to 
to shut off the steam which was es- 
|eaping from the six inch feed pipe 
with a deafening roar and_ boiling 
| heat, He could not accomplish his 
purpose so he rushed outside through 
the back door of the boiler-room to 
get a breath of fresh air, then crawl- 
| ing back on his hands and knees rak- 
ed out the fires to cool the boilers. 
In a few minutes the steam had spent 
itself, candles and lamps were brought 
and citizens gathe' round to see 
what had happened. The crash and 
escaping steam were heard almost all 
over the town and people realized 
something terrible had happened but 
they knew not what.”

That, though a humble 
standard, is at present utterly unat- 
tainable by millions—literally by mil- 
lions—of our fellow men and women 
in this country.”
